The term "oil " is a jrcneric ex- 
pression tiiulcr which are included 
several extensive series of bodlea 
direrae chemical character and 
l.h.vsictil proix-rties, and this sketch 
is limited to the oil obUined hf 
<lrillin»r or borfaw wella into U»e 
soil and known as petroleum. 

Tlio word iH^troleum is derived 
from the Latin words petroe, a 
rock, and oleum, oil, hence mean- 
ing rock oil, and is a term applied 
to a variety of inflammable liquids 
found nHlurnlly in many parts of 
the earlli. The procesws l>y which 
lH.'trolcuni is formed in nature are 
not fully understootl and have been 
a subject of speculation among 
past three- 
OriipDall> 

it was believed to have been 
formed entirely hy the di l ouipo- 
-iiion of veiretable matter beneath 
the hurface of the earth, but later 
experiments show that it might be 
foi iiieil from the decai' of animal 
matter. esi»ecially that of marine 
animals, and one scientist has pro- 
duced petroleum from the fiabes. 

Two hypothe»»«, known SI Uie 
organic and inorganic theories, 
liave been advanced and geologists 
who have studied relationa of oil 
and gas sup|>ort the organic theor.\ 
and the locks encountered in drill 
inj; in moiit fields contain lar^e 
amounts of carbonaceous matter of 
animal and vegetable origin that 
was depositeil at the time the aedi- 
ments were laid down and W lniTe 
given ri^ to the oil and ga^i 
through the processes of decomix»- 
sition and the physical atld clienii 
cal changes to which it haa 6ecn 
Hubjccted during the geologic time. 
When once Umati the products 
of decompoaition probably migrate 
into the more poroos rocks, es- 
|>ecially into the sandstones, in 
which they are now found, but 
large amount, no doubt, has 
ca|)cd from the formaUoM where 
these outcrop at the surface. 

It is sometimes said tl&t pe- 
troleum occurs in all fortnations, 
but this statement is misleading, 
for it is not uniformly distributed 
through all formations, but occurs 
principally in two t^potim of ge 
ological history: these are the 
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— ^.M. Kiaiiu in noj ie cumrty 
returned indictments against sever- 
al big corporations at the last ses- 
aion of that body. One was for 
controllinjr or attemptinjj to con- 
trol the market in harvesting ma- 
chinery, and others were for using 
the i):ime without the word incor- 
porated. The lloyle grand jury 
undertook a big iob and one which 
the United .'^tat^s gOTemment and 
Sute of Missouri are 6nding al- 
most too big to handle.

The ulleiupt to revive the old 
Greek custom was made aereral 
yeai s n>ro and it is beconiinj; pojtu 
lar a^^ain. The modern program 
is mada up almost entirely of ath- 
letic events and are aimilar to 
ours in America. 
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along the principal axis of occur 
ence in the Western Hemisphere 
are found in Silurian and Devonian 
rcK-ks.
